United States Signal Corps radio and electronics engineers, 
operators and technicians by the thousands will be trained annually for the duration 
at Illinois Institute of Technology, Major-General George Grunert, in command of the 
Sixth Service Command, announced today. 

The program, which features the most complete electronics work 
being given anywhere in the Sixth Service Command---including ultra-high frequency 
or micro-wave techniaues---is rapidly reaching full operation. 

Already students in all the various levels of radio study at 
the Chicago school are figured in terms of four digits. ‘when the program reaches 
top capacity, at about the middle of September, the continuous enrollment will be in 
vhe thousands, more than double the present figures. 

The phenomenal growth of this technical training program is 
especially sienificant in view of the fact that it is a new tyve of work, developed 
almost entirely since the Signal Corps began its expansion program. 

All of the course of study had to be planned and designed by 
Col. C. N. Sawyer of the Signal Corps and Illinois Tech faculty members---under the 
direction of Dr, Jesse E. Hobson, head of the department of electrical enginecring 
at Illinois Tech, himself a young electrical engineer who finished his own graduate 
work only a few years ago---since never before had ultra-high frequencies been a 
part of the standard engineering curriculum.

Laboratory equipment---which is now valued at a minimum of 
$100 ,000---also had to be designed and built largely by Illinois Tech engineers, 
since much of the apparatus needed was too new in principle to be manufactured by 
standard electrical companies. 

Other equipment being used included facilities purchased by 
Tllinois Tech recently from the RCA Institute of Chicago. This equipment include 
numerous pieces of apparatus actually used in radio work---including such things as 
11 standard transmitters, ranging from tiny 10-watt stations to huge commercial 
transmitters---available at no other educational institutions. 

New laboratorics have been built on the Institute's Lewis 
campus, 1951 west Madison. Two of the largest laboratories are in a building con- 
structed during the first World \iar for mechanics training, now reclaimed from pri- 
vate use for this new war job. 

In addition to the micro-waves study---in which several hun- 
dred men are currently enrolled---the Illinois Tech program includes every phase of 
radio work from fundamentals on up to the advanced. Other groups now studying in- 
clude an cven larger number in "elementary radio engineering"---which precedes the 
ultra-high frequency work, and several hundred in part-time evening clementary 
study. 

In addition to these groups---whose enrollments are expect 
to more than double within the next month and one-half---a new radio operators’ = 
code school will be opened by the Institute about Sept. 15, to train a continuous 
enroliment of hundreds of men. 

Together with evening war-training radio students and the 
regular Illinois Tech clectrical engineering seniors, who are reouired to take

Engineers are worth 52.6 pcr cent more today than four years 
ago, John J. Schommer, director of placanent at Illinois Institute of Technology, 
opined today upon completion of a survey of placement figures of the Illinois Tech 

1942 graduating class. 

The average monthly salary of all 1942 engineering graduates 
of the Institute who accepted industrial positions is $152.60, based upon a 40*hour 
week. Most of them, however, are guaranteed even higher salaries when over-time 
/wages are included. 

On a comparative basis, the engineering graduate at Illinois 
Tech in 1938--then Aymour Tech--received a starting salary of $100 per month. Grad. 
ates during the three succeeding years, when the war effort began to take effect, 
Be croped $110.82, $119.20 and $139.95, respectively. 

(i Highest paid of all the engincering graduates are the fire 
_ protection engineers in the class, who average %159.05 ner month. Illinois Tech 


has the only department of fire protection engineering in the nation.

These figures include only those regular graduates who took 
civilian positions immediately upon graduation. They do not include men who entered 
the armed forces or graduates of the co-operative courses, who generally receive 
higher salaries than the regular graduates. Nor do they include one chemical engin- 
eering graduate who, after graduation, continued to hold the same $300-per-month 
job he has held while attending school, | 
In electrical, civil and mechenical engineering, salaries ci | 
those graduates working in Illinois average a few dollars higher than those working 
out of the state. In architecture and fire protection engineering, however, the 
out-of-state men average approximately $36 per month more than their fellow grad- 


uates who took jobs in Illinois.

It takes more than mathematies textbooks to make an 
engineering school. And the laboratories of Illinois Institute of 
Technology are a ease in point. 

For example, there is one laboratory at Illinois Tech in 
which three "rivers" flow, complete in every detail from source to 
delta--including the sludge. They constitute the experiment of George 
Grantham, a graduate student in sanitary engineering, currently 
working on his Ph. D. 

Grantham's rivers started flowing on July 10, and today 
his experiment is nearly complete--and his Ph. D. is nearly realized. 

The streams flow for approximately 10 feet each, beginning 
at the end of a tube attached to the city water supply. At the 


bottom of each stream is a sand deposit, covered with sludge. ‘he 
latter ranges from one and one-half to six inches in thickness in the 


three model rivers. 
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Grantham takes readings on the water temperature, amount 
of oxygen, changes in sludge content in the water and depth of deposits 
every hour. He believes the experiment wiil show the rate of decomposi«+ 
tion of river muds relative to the stream's depth, in addition to giv- 
ing information on stream pollution. He also hopes to secure new 
date on the gathering of sludge in front of Sia at river deltas end 
at similar points. 

Another branch of the same laboratory at Illinois Tech 
features a complete city water plant in miniature, making possible 
the study of every possible water plant problem for sanitary engineer- 
ing students. 

For this plant, occupying three floors and the basement of 
one building, is capable of supplying water for a village of 360 
persons. It is equipped to operate as any one or all of the three 
general types of water-treatment plants used--filtratiocn, water- 
softening and iron-removal. 

Harold Vagtborg, now director of the Armour Research 
Foundation and the Institute of Gas Technology, both located at and 
affiliated with Illinois Teen, is the father of this unique laboratory. 
He designed the plant ten years ago, and new equipment added at 
intervals has resulted in the present complete set-up. 

In the basement is a pump which discharges water into the 
Seration and chemical feed channel on the second floor. Either 
Sterilized Lake Michigan or ground water is aveilable for experiments. 
Channels are provided at this point to add any cesired type of 
material to the water. 
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After leaving the supply pump, the water goes to the 
gerator where any chemicals used are added. Later the water goes 
to the reaction basin and next to the sedimentation basin. Here, 
if the test requires, it may be reearbonated. 

Outstanding feature of the system is its variability, for 
any part of the process can be changed while all other conditions 
remain the same. 

Going from water to something less common but perhaps more 
spectaculer, Illinois Tech has a complete laboratory--known as 
"materials testing"--filled with presses developing up to 400,000 
pounds pressure. The largest 1s 12 feet high and 20 feet broad, 
designed to test full-sized specimens of building walls, frame 
sections and similar enginecring structures. 

Others include a machine with two tongs to which may be 
attached specimens of wire or rope-swhich can be stretched with 
pressures up to 10,000 pounds. Another, developing 200 pounds, tests . 
the tensile strength of rubber, cloth and leather. Another tests the 
hydraulic bursting pressure of containers at pressures up to 100 
pounds per square inch. 

The spectroscopy laboratory is another high spot in a tour 
of the Illinois Tech campus. There, under the direction of Dr. For- 
rest F. Cleveland, instructors and graduate assistants are studying 
the atomic structure of gasses and liquids. Currently, they are 
@ngaged in research to develop new and higher-octane fuels for 
America's war effort.

Like last spring's training program, in which Illinois Tech

with the Greater Chicago Safety Council and the National Committee for the 
4 Conservation of Manpower in War Igdustries, is planning this expanded pro- 
4 gram.
